Absence of Chief Justice Hand 
~ Deadlocks State Tribunal 
on important Cases, 


FAMILY PREDICTS RETURN 


Interested Attorneys, Taking Cue 
from Doctors, Believe Cambridge 
Man Will Not Resume Duties. 


FIVE YEARS’ CHAOS MAY RESULT 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 

Springfield, Ill., Jume 16.—[Special.]—The 
Ilinois Bupreme court is involved in one 
of the most delicate and important tangles 
into which the justices ever have been 
drawn. The trouble arises over the des- 
perate il] health of Justice John P. Hand 
of Cambridge. 

Justice Hand, due to the illness which as- 
sailed him during the winter, has quit, prac- 
tieally, his work on the bench and it is un- 
derstood among his most intimate friends 
that there is scarcely a hope than he can 
return. 

Meanwhile the Supreme justices, reduced 
to six in number, are credited by interested 
atterneye with standing equally divided, 
three and three, on matters which would 
be of vital importance to the state could 
an opinion come down from ‘the Supreme 
tribunal. 


Judge Ill Since February. 

Judge Hand has been if since February. 
The business of the court, it is understood, 
has been divided among the six justices 
rather than the seven. Thie in itself; it 
is reported, hase had much to do with delay 
in the preperation of opinions, aside from 
cases in which there is an equal division 
of judgment, legally, on pending matters 
which heve awaited the return of Justice 
Hand we participation in the work of 
the court. 

This situation has been emphasized this 
week by the arrival] in Springfield of inter- 
ested attorneys whose causes have gone 
over from term to term and with the pres- 
ent indication that there will be no break 
in the existing deadlock. It is intimated 
that conditions have almost reached the 
point where the court itself may be required 
to disclose its position. The court is ex- 
pected to adjourn for the term some time 
during the week. . 

Opinions on Condition Differ . 

Justice Hand, it is reported, is not di- 
rectly cognizant of the condition, and has 
not been in personal touch with matters at 
Springfield. 

The immediate familly and intimate friends 
of Justice Hand in Cambridge and in the 
counties of his district are not convinced 
that the justice will fail to regain his health 
and are reported to be of opinion that he will 
be able to resume active participation in the 
deliberations of the court at the October 
term. 

Attorneys who have watched the matter 
closely since the adjournment of the Febru- 
ary term, who were here tonight awaiting 
opinion day of the June term, have expressed 
the opinion, judging from what Justice 
Hand's physicians say, that he will not re- 
turn to duty. 

This being true, they point out the dead- 
lock may continue indefinitely through the 
five years remaining of Justice Hand’s term, 
with a continuous clogging of the calendar, 
and the probability that a serious condition 
may arise in disposing of matters before the 
court. 


Refuse,to Admit,Tangles, 

No member of the Supreme court would ad- 
mit tonight that grave difficulties had béen 
produced by the inability of Justice Hand 
to perform his share of the apportioned 
duties. 

The supposition, among those who prac- 
tice in the,Supreme court, as indicated by 
the guarfied statements made by them to- 
night, was that Justice Hand Would have 
tendered his resignation prior to the opening 
of the June term, recognizing his inability 
to participate further in the work of the court, 

It is understood, on the outajde, that Jue- 
tice Hand has not been able to participate 
in any of the opinions which’ are to be 
handed down when the court adjournes for 
the current term. 


Hand First Elected in 1900. 

Justice Hand was elected from the olf Fifth 
Supreme court district in 1900, succeeding 
Justice Alfred M. Craig. He wae reélected in 
1909, and his term does not expire unti!] June 
of 1018,

‘peau, La Salle, Grundy, and Woodford, 

Had Justice Hand resigned, as it was un-

Q’Donnell Makes Statement Re- 
garding Covitz Arson Case.

Denies He Demanded $1,000 to Clear

Attorney Patrick J. O’Donnell made a pub- 
lle statement in Judge Rithard K, Burke's 
court yesterday that he would try to prove 
Assistant State’s Attorney Edwin J. Raber 
had solicited a bribe of $250 from Joseph 
Qlarke, an insurance adjuster, on trial for 
arson. Clarke is under indictment) for an 
attempt to bribe Raber to “ whitewash” the 
indictment of Bdward and Paul Covitz, mer- 
chants charged with burning their store. 

The denunciation surprised the court and 
jury which is to try the Covitz brothers and 
Clarke on the arson charges. The trial is 
the first of the long series to come as a result 
of the arson tfust investigation by First As- 
gistant State’s Attorney Frank Johnston. 
Mr. Raber, when informed of O’Donnell’s 
statement, stoutly denied it was true. 


Outlines Defense to Jugy. 

*‘ Imsteadl of Clarke trying to bribe Raber,” 
said Attorney O'Donnell to the jury, * We 
will prove by witnesses the assistant state's 
attorney asked for $1,000, to make an investi!- 
gation and to produce witnesses before the 
grand jury to give testimony favorable to 
the Covitg brothers, who at that time had 
been held to the grand jury. 

‘ We will show that when Clarke refused 
to pay this much money Raber said he prob- 
ably could do it for $500. Clarke also re- 
fused to pay this price and Raber finally 
agreed to accept $250. When passing this 
money to Raber he was arrested.” 


Raber Calls Charge Absurd. 

«Mr. O’Donnell’s statement is absurd,” 
said Mr. Raber. ‘‘ Clarke came to me and 
tdld me there would be some money init if 
I did the right thing. I asked him how much 
it was, and he figured it out, saying that one 
firm of lawyers wanted $700 to defend the 
Covitz brothers in the Municipal court, and 
probably would want a large amount In 
the Criminal court if they were indicted, so 
he asked me if $1,000 wae all right. I told 
Mr. Hoyne what had occurred, and we laid 
the trap for Clarke. He was caught passing 
the money, and we have witnesses to it.”

He crushed in the skulls of 
his two tmall daughters, broke his wife's 
arm, and struck her on thé head, and serious- 
ly injured his son.

The children ran to 
greet him when they heard his step gp the 
porch. He threw them off with a curse, say- 
ing they were not his chijdren. Mrs. Genn- 
rich ran to his side. He struck her, and as 
she fell to the floor he kicked her.

Picks Up Iron Ban 

Then he grabbed an iron bar, several inches 
thick, an} etruck again and again at the 
prostrate woman. 

The children pleaded with him not to hurt 
their mother. He lifted the bar and brought 
it down twice. The two gitls, Marie, who 
is 10 years old, and Elsie, who is 6, reeled 
from the blow, and dropped. 

He struck the 8 year old boy Arthur on 
the side of the head, knocking him on the 
stove. A boiling tea kettle overturned and 
emptied its contents on the child, and the hot 
stove burmed his side and his head. 

But the man’s mania was not over. He 
knocked’ the pictures from the walls, broke 
the furniture, emashed the @ishes and the 
windows, and kicked the unconscious forms 
on the floor. 

Neighbors were alarmed, but dared not 
go near the house. Sam Pearce of 2187 Cly- 
bourn avenue alone was brave anough to at- 
tempt it. He was Gennrich’s friend. 


Takes Him to Station. 

“ Otto,” he said, “‘ you shouldn’t have done 
it. Let's get out of here.” 

He led the madman unresisting to the sta- 
tion. Gennrich was unmoved, but Pearce 
was crying as he told Lieut. James E. 
Doherty what had happened. : 

Doherty telephoned Dr. F. A. Rettig of 
2026 Osgood street and’ sent the North Hal- 
sted street patrol and the Shéfield avenue 
ambulance to the house. The victimes still 
were unconscioue on the floor—Arthur hed 
slipped off the stove and lay near his mother.

Washington, D. C., June \e—The much 
mooted agricultural schedule of the Under- 
wood tariff bill was suddenly upset again 
by the majority members of the senate 
finance committee late today, when a mo- 
tion was made to reconsider action taken 
earlier in the day approving the free listing 
of live stock and wheat subject to a coun- 
tervailing duty. 

The proposal now is to strike out tlt pro- 
vision for a countervailing duty and leave 
cattle, sheep, and hogs and wheat on the 
free list unrestricted. Members of the com- 
mittee said tonight that this probably would 
be done by the majority. No reason for the 
change was announced. 


Free List First Divided, 

The house put meate and flour on the free 
Mest, leaving Nve stock and grains dutiable 
at 10 per cent ad valorem and 10 cents a 
bushel respectively. The senate finance 
subcommittee soon a@fter receiving the sched- 
ule agree to equalize the rates and event- 
ually voted to make the raw materials and 
the finished products all dutiable. 

No sooner had this conchusion been reached 
than Senator Simmons and other Democratic 
senators of the finance committee declared 
that the problem would not be settled right- 
ly if left that way.

A SERIOUS CITY PROBLEM. 

That we can have tenement and slum 
problems without having the old type of a 
slum building was shown by the account of 
the growth of the new Ghetto printed in Tug 
Tripune. Except for the improvement in 
looks, the buildings of the new district were 
shown to have inherited the problems of con- 
gestion which were the curse of the old Ghet- 
to. Every inch of space, it was shown, has 
been utilized by builders, so that proportion- 
ally there are as many if not more human be- 
ings to a lot in the new Ghetto as were in the 
old. So closely is the jot in the new Ghetto 
built up that often not the least bit of a yard 
is left and there is no room even for garbage 
cans. The rear porches in these tenements 
or-apattments of the new. Ghetto are but 
sliadows of what-a porch should be. 

In addition to this problem of ecngestion 
—which is the pafent of all‘slum problems 
—the buildings in the new Ghetto, it was 
shown, are constructed from flimsy and, in 
part, second hand material. Fire, therefcre, 
is a greater menace here than it was in the 
old quarters. 

Since the articles appeared many west 
siders have by word and ‘pen attested the 
They point 

out, however, that this sort of build:ag, while 
it appears in a more aggravated frm in the 
new (rhetto, because of the phenomenal! 
building activities in the district during the 
last three years, is also going on in many 
other parts of the city. Speculators ond 
contractors, they add, are busy everywhere 
putting up buildings from shoddy material. 
The fire dangers from such cheap construc- 
tion, the correspondents state, are not con- 
fined alone to the Ghetto, but are city wide. 
This is a matter of serious ard sinister 
import to the community. When shoddy is 
mixed or substituted for the wool tant goes 
into a suit of clothes, one is,out $15 or $20. 
Shoddy material in buildings exposes thou- 
sapds to the dangers from fire and fire 
panics. The present building boot: is not 
confined to the Ghetto alone. It flourishes 
in other parts of Chicago. Immediate action 
by the city to further standardize tie mate- 
rial that should or should not go into build- 
- ings is urgent. Hand in hand with the new 
standards should go the closest vigilance. 
The respective city departments should see 
that the rules and specifications laid down 
are not circumvented by unscrupulous con- 
tractors sand builders. 


POLITICS AND THE BENCH. 

One of the most useful men on the local 
bench has resigned rather than submit te 
the burden, vexation, and uncertainty of 
political campaigning. The retirement of 
Judge Cutting is a striking illustration of 
the weakness of our present system of ju- 
dicial elections and a strong if unintentional 
hint to the Forty-eighth general assembly 
to enact the nonpartisan judicial election 
bill. 

That measure will cut away some of the 
partisan entanglements which men of the 
best judicial grade resent and which pre- 
vent many of them from seeking a career 
on the bench. 

Public opinion is awake to the need of 
reform in the administration of the law 
and legislators will not serve their own 
or their party interest by obstructing ad- 
Yahce in this direction. 

House bill No. 161 is also a measure which 
should mot’ fail of passing. It will ob- 
viate disgraceful controversies like that 
which has arisen in the Hoynet election mat- 
ter and will make for efliciency im the con- 
duet of court business.

The fourth Earl of Kildare was one of the 
principal generals of Edward III. in Frence.

LEGITIMIZING OF CHILDREN. 

Chicago, June 12.—[{Editor of The Tribune. } 
~I have been much interested in the discus- 
sion in these columne of the subject of legiti- 
mizing all children. Our present laws re- 
lating to thie subject, while not as bad as 
in times past, ere still both crue} and and un- 
just, especially to the innocent offspring, and 
only less so to the mothers of such children. 
The fathers have little responsibility, and 
that difficult of enforcement. 

This condition could be remedied by the 
enactment of a law providing that the mother 
of any such child (or such child himself by a 
proper guardian or other representative) 
coukd file a petition in any court of general 
jurisdiction dnd obtain a decree establishing 
the parentage of such child, and that there- 
upon such child should have all the rights 
against both his parents he would have had if 
born to them in lawful wedlock. 

‘This would give him inheritance, nurture, 
and support, place the burden of responsibil- 
ity on the father, where it belongs, and re- 
Heve both the mother and public; and would 
not contravene any of our present laws 
against polygamy. It would also protect any 
innocent man against an unjust accusation by 


requiring a hearing in court.

LEADERS MAY BE IGNORED. 


They Cannot Control Werkers. 


Charleston, W. Va. June 16.—With the re- 
newal of industrial war in the Paint and 
Cabin Creek mine districts universally re- 
ported, the senate strike committee today 
continued ite examination of witnesses. 
During the day miners, detéctivea, and 
agents of the mine operators tame down 
from the strike region with talés of a new 
strike declared and the district — thrown 
irto disorder. 

The local union of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America, No. 17, has mo. called a 
new strike on Paint and Cabin creeks, 
Thomas Haggerty, a member of the interna- 
tie nal miners’ board, declared tonight. 

“ But we cannot be sure of the men who 
are working up in the field," he gaid. ‘‘ The 
operators have not lived up to the agreement 
under which the men went back to work and 
which was drawn by Gov. Hatfisid. 


Says Miners Favor Strike. 
“ We have tried to prevent a further strike, 
but I am convinced that the miners up there 
have already decided not to contimie to work 
under the conditions which prevedl there 
now. Meetings were held at the creeks yes- 
terday and the men expressed d {ama tion€ action 
with conditions. They decided to etrike and 
the union cannot control them.” 
A committee of miners from. the Cabin 
creek section came to Charlestom today to 
urge the United Mine Workers’ officials to 
call a general strike. They bore the instruc- 
tions of @ massmeeting held in the hills yes- 
terday. 
The testimony presented to.the senate com- 
mittee was largely routine and cumulative, 
Thomas L. Feltz, vice president of the Bald- 
win-Feltz Detective agency, which supplied 
the mine guards for the Paint Creek and 
Cabin Creek operators during the strike, was 
the principal witness. 


Detective Tells of Trouble. 

Mr. Feltz tol@ the committee that when 
the trouble en Paint and Cabin creeks was 
at its height ais concern had about 110 armed 
men on Cabin creek ar’ ibout thirty-five men 
on Paint creek. He asso said that his com- 
pany had from six to ten men working im the 
strike district as “ secret service operatives.” 
These men, he said, furnished information te 
the operators and his agency. 

“Did your men make a liet of those men 
who were organizers for the United Mine 
Workers and those men who were active in 
the unéon, for the use of the operators?’ 
asked Seymour Stedman, attorney for the 
miners. 

The witness said such a list had been com-

ASSESSMENT GAIN NORMAL. 


Boost Will Not Enlarge Public In- 
come Proportionately. 


Personal property totals completed by the 
board of assessors last night for north town 
dnd Lake show substantia! increases over 


the figures af & year ago. 

Figuring on a full valuation, the increase 
in north town is $11,416,956, while in Lake it 
ts $3,383,776 North town includes the ter- 
citory embracing the river to Fullerton ave- 
nue and from Lake Michigan to the north 
branch of the river. Lake extends from 
Thirty-ninth street to Highty-seventh street 
and from State street to the city limits. 

The assessed valuation, which is one-third 
of the full value, does not make such an 
impressive showing. The figures indicate 
that the increase is due to the penalties as- 
sessed for failure to file schedules. Attachés 
of the asseesors’ office say the increase is 
normal, considering that the board of review 
eliminated many penalties last y ear.

He 
traversed part of the route which the White 
Sox and Giants will follow this winter, and 
predicted a warm Welcome for the globe 
trotters, espécially in the Philippines,. Aus- 
tralia, Japan, and France. 

Mr. Hart was enthusiastic over the plans, 
perfected during hig absence, to introduce 
the American nationa) sport. as played by 
some of its most skillful exponents, to na- 
tions which already have shown an interest 
in the game. He was especially pleased with 
the statement that the tour Is not a com- 
mercial proposition. 

The former Cub president Welped map out 
the route for the first world baseball trip 
in 1888, and conducted the tourists to the 
Pacific coast and met them in New York on 
their return, business duties preventing him 
from swinging around the globe with Anson's 
team and the AH Americas. 


Sees Success for Tour, 
“With a good sporteman like Comiskey as 
sponsor for the trip,” said Mr. Hart, ‘‘ I think 


the Sox-Giants tour will be a great success. The 
people in the countries to be visited might not be 
enthusiastic if they thought ft was a mioney mak- 
ing proposition, but with expense @ secondary

tralians, who have.a high regard for American 
sportsmanship.
